The prior art of records to Usami, Padgett et al and all other cited references, taken alone 
or in combination, fails to teach or fairly suggest the specific structure or the method of a device 
for generating a clock signal and decoding data for use in a contact-less integrated circuit device 
comprising, among other things, a first counter for counting a period of the divided signal at each 
non-pause period of the received RF signal; a second counter for counting a period of the divided 
signal; and a decoder for generating a synchronous clock signal and a decoded data signal in 
response to outputs of the first and second counters, wherein the second counter is reset by the 
synchronous clock signal as set forth in the claimed combinations.
